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Negotiators agree 
to teacher pact; 
vote Wednesday

Teachers w ill vote Wednesday to ratify 
or reject a last ditch salary package 
hammered out in marathon negotiations 
that ended at 4 a.m. Sunday. 
An estimated 500 teachers w ill cast 
secret ballots at polling places set up in 
their respective schools. Officials of the 
California Conciliation Service w ill con­ 
duct the election and supervise the 
counting of the ballots. 
Under terms of the package which was 
approved unanimously by represen­ 
tatives of Lompoc Education Associa­ 
tion. Lompoc Federation of Teachers 
and the school board's chief negotiator, 
assistant Supt. Alice Milligan, teachers 
w ill receive a four per cent salary raise 
and $325 more in health and welfare 
benefits. The teachers also agreed to 
refrain from work stoppages or slow­ 
downs during the life of the contract that 
«ids on June 30, 1977. 


A team of teachers was preparing a 
synopsis of the salary package for 
delivery to all teachers today. 


The package was the outgrowth of two 
negotiating sessions, the first beginning 
at 7:30 p.m. Friday and ending at 4 a m 
Saturday, and the second beginning at 
7 30 p.m. Saturday and ending at 4 a.m.

The negotiating team for teachers con­ 
sisted of the old Certificated Employe 
Council that had been resurrected to 
bridge the gap until the machinery of the 
new collective bargaining law becomes 
operative. 
Carol Linger, president of LEA , and 
Dave Bickmore, vice president of LFT, 
hailed the salary package at conclusion 
of the negotiations. Linger said last 
night, “ I feel pretty good by what we did. 
I wanted more, and we’ll be working on 
it.’’ 
Bickmore said this morning: “ I had a 
good feeling at the end of the negotia­ 
tions. There was a spirit of negotiation, a 
positive spirit. The district did negotiate 
in good faith.” 
Bickmore said the two sides agreed to 
retain the grievance procedures in much 
the same form as before, and that 
teachers had given Milligan the as­ 
surance that there would be no concerted 
work stoppage by teachers during the 
life of the contract. 


Bickmore said the agreement was 
readied because “ all three groups 
wanted to reach a settlement.” 


The successful conclusion of the first 
ever collective bargaining for school 
employes came after weeks of skir­ 
mishing that led to the signing of an 
“ interim agreement,” pledging the two 


teacher organizations and the ad­ 
ministration to negotiate salaries and 
fringe benefits. The agreement enabled 
the teachers and the administration to 
complete a salary package in time for 
the return of teachers to duty. Teacher 
salary schedules go into effect Wednes­ 
day. 
Teachers w ill vote during the day ; the 
school board w ill bold a special meeting 
at 5 p.m. Wednesday to conclude the ad­ 
ministration’s part of the ratification. 
Meanwhile, an examiner for the 
state’s Education Employe Relations 
Board began a unit determination bear­ 
ing this morning in the Central Ad­ 
ministration Building. At stake is the 
constitution of a bargaining unit. The two 
teacher organizations are claiming that 
substitute teachers, adult education 
teachers and homebound teachers are 
rightfully qualified to vote in elections to 
determ ine exclusive bargaining 
representatives. 
E E R B is expected to act on the 
testimony in 30 to 60 days. A ruling would 
clear the way for an election and 
negotiations would begin after that time, 
perhaps after the first of the year. 
Negotiations for this fiscal year, 
however, are concluded, providing 
teachers ratify the new agreement 
Wednesday. A ll signs point to that 
ratification. 
FEC approves League 
program for debates 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - The Federal 
Election Commission voted unanimously 
today to allow the League of Women 
Voters to sponsor debates between 
President Ford and Jim m y Carter. 
“ In the lim ited circumstances of 
presidential debates, the estimated 
$190,000 costs are neither contributions 
nor expenditures under the Federal 
Election Campaign Act of 1971,'* the six- 
member FEC said in a policy statement. 
“ The League has a history of 90 years 
of nonpartisan educational activity in 
the electoral process (and) the activity 
proposed to be undertaken here is in 
keeping with that tradition,” the FEC 
said. 
The commission said the league may 
use funds from private individuals or 
corporate or labor political action com­ 
mittees to pay for the debates without 
limitation. 
Before the FEC made its decision, 
Carter said the two sides have tentative­ 
ly agreed on three 75-minute debates 
beginning in late September. 
Carter told reporters he objects to 
Ford’s proposal for the debates to be 
limited to a single topic each time. “ The 
freer the debates are. the more chance 
that I think Gerald Ford and I have to 
cross-examine one another ” 
Ford said Sunday, “ I can't wait for thq 
first debate because we’re going to pin 
him down.” 


The debate could run into court 
challenges from candidates Eugene Mc­ 
Carthy and Lester Maddox, both of 
whom have already said they w ill take 
Q/dtnn tn nrwiuini rtehatM limited to Fftfd 


and Carter. 
The FEC met last week on the debate 
question, but postponed a decision until 
FEC counsel Jobn Murphy could draft an 
opinion on the issues involved 
Just after last 
week’s FEC meeting, 
representatives of the league. Ford and 
Carter met for three and a half hours to 
start working out details for the face-to- 
face confrontations 
Nothing concrete was decided then, 
and the three groups agreed to meet 
again this Wednesday, with Carter 
spokesman Jody Powell saying. “ There 
is no doubt in my mind that we w ill have 
presidential debates this year ” 
Ford represen tative W illia m 
Ruckelshaus said at the time that there 
was agreement “ on a lot of issues.” 
Tne league originally proponed bolding 
three debates between Ford and Carter, 
the first on Sept. 21 in S t Louis, and ooe 
between vice presidential candidates 
Robert Dole and Walter Mandate. 
Ford proposed starting a series jf four 
debates right after Labor Day, and 
limiting each to one of four topics: 
M ilitary policy, domestic policy. foreUP 
policy and economics. 
Carter’s side preferred to wait until 
later in September to start and opposed 
limiting the debates by topic. “ If you 
want to be president of the United States, 
you ought to be able to take a question on 
anything under the sun at any time,” 
Powell argued last week 
If approved by the FEC and the can­ 
didates. the presidential debates will be 
the first since those between John Ken­ 
nedy and Richard Nixon in 1960.

W A SH IN G T O N ( U P I) - Con­ 
gressional tax writers agreed today to 
extend all current individual income tax 
cuts through 1977. 
A H ouse-Senate Conference Commit­ 
tee, reconciling the differences between 
two versions of a major tax revision trill, 
agreed almost routinely to make some of 
the cuts permanent and to carry others 
through 1977. 


Assuming the tax bill becomes law 
before Congress adjourns for the year, 
current withholding rates would remain 
the same as they are now. Without such 
legislation, withholding rates would in­ 
crease by up to $6 per week. 


Congress earlier froze withholding 
through Sept. I, pending action on the 
bill It now appears certain that a further 
freezing of withholding rates would be 
necessary since it w ill be nearly impossi­ 
ble to complete this bill within the next 
two days

earned income credit, sometimes called 
“ the work bonus,” which would be

Under the earned 
income credit, a lower income taxpayer 
receives a payment of 10 per cent of the 
first 94,000 of earnings. If ute taxpayer 
did not pay that much in taxes, then he 
w ill receive a direct payment from the 
Treasury. The credit phases out as in­ 
come rises from 94,000 to $6,000 
The Senate would have made the credit 
permanent, but the House would have 
dropped it. 


Here are the other tax cuts: 


— The standard deduction would re­ 
main at 16 per cent of income with a 
minimum deduction of $1,600 for single 
returns and $1,900 for joint returns, and a 
maximum of $2,300 for single returns 
and $2,600 for joint returns This cut 
would be made permanent. 


— A tax credit of $35 for a taxpayer 
and each dependent, or 2 per cent of the 
first $9,000 of taxable income, whichever 
is greater. This would be effective 
through 1977, 


seeking assassins 


TEHRAN. Iran (U P I) - Poll«*, 
armed with fresh clues including the 
description of the getaway car, today 
sought the killers of three Americans as­ 
sassinated as they were being driven to 
work Saturday. 
Police said a cyclist had come forward 
with a description of the killers of 
W illiam Cottrell, Robert Krongard and 
Donald Smith, who bad been engaged in 
top secret work with the Iranian Air 
Force on behalf of Rockwell Inter­ 
national — an American defense con­ 
tractor specializing in classified elec­ 
tronics techniques and weapons systems. 
Police said the cyclist told them the 
terrorists had escaped in a Paykan 
sedan, a locally assembled version of the 
British Hillman and about the most com­ 
mon car seen on the streets of Tehran. 
They left a red Volkswagen at the 
scene, where it had been used to block 
the Americans’ chauffeur-driven car as 
It was traveling between their homes and 
an Iranian Air Force base 
Exact details of what the cyclist told 
police were withheld, but it was believed 
the license number of the getaway car 
was known. 
Two other witnesses said two of the 
Americans died in the back seat of their 
car while a third managed to make it as 
far as the pavement before he was gun­ 
ned down and died in a pool of blood 
Iranian authorities said Cottrell, 43, of 
Los Gatos. C alif. Krongard. 44. of Sun­ 
nyvale. Calif., and Smith 43, of Yorba 
Linda. Calif, were killed by members of 
the Islam ic Marxist guernlias. 


SEOUL, South Korea (U P I) — North 
Korean gunboats fired on and captured a 
South Korean fishing boat that strayed 
into North Korean waters today in the 
Japan Sea in dense fog. government of­ 
ficials said. 
The South Korean Office of Fisheries 
said there were 23 crewmen aboard the 
vessel but did not specify whether there 
were any casaulties aboard the boat. 
North Korea's official news agency 
said an “ unidentified ship” had intruded 
into North Korean waters and was de­ 
tained after it had refused to identify 
itself or leave. 
In an unusually subdued dispatch 
monitored in Tokyo, the (North) Korean 
Central News Agency said the ship in­ 
vaded North Korean waters about 10 
mites north of the border and one mile 
off Kosong 
“ This ship failed to obey when seamen 
of the Korean Peoples army demanded it 
to leave and ignored their request to stop 
and identify itself. So the KPA seamen 
are detaining and investigating it.” 
The incident came as tension was still 
high on the Korean peninsula following 
the Aug. 18 ax slayings of two U.S Army 
officers by North Korean guards near 
the truce village of Panmunjom. 
In Seoul today South Korean sources 
said members of the Korean M ilitary Ar­ 
mistice Commission will meet Tuesday 


to discuss issues arising from the slay­ 
ings of the two officers. 


A spokesman for the United Nations 
Command declined to comment on the 
proposed meeting but said the command 
would have “ something to announce” 
Tuesday morning. 
South Korean 
authorities said the fishing vessel was 
captured about 10:40 a.m. today (9:40 
p.m. EDT Sunday). 


The South Korean Office of Fisheries 
said the 17.4-ton fishing vessel with a 
crew of 23 was believed to have lost its 
way in the fog and crossed the M ilitary 
Demarcation line into North Korean 
waters where it was seized by North 
Korean navy patrol ships. 


The fishing boat was returning to its 
home port of Kosung, about 108 miles 
northeast of Seoul, authorities said. 


The waters dose to the boundary in the 
Sea of Japan are off-limits to South 
Korean fishing boats under a govern­ 
ment order designed to prevent such in­ 
cidents 


About 42,000 American troops and 
600.000 South Korean armed forces men 
remained on alert today while 568,000 
North Korean soldiers and 1.5 million- 
member m ilitia units were kept in full

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Flipflop flap developing 
presidential contest

A flipflop flap is brewing in 
the presidential race, and 
President Ford says it will be 
resolved once he pins Jimmy 
Carter down in debate. 
It started Sunday when Ford, 
en route to Washington from 
Vail, Colo., stopped at Yellow­ 
stone National Park in Wyom­ 
ing and proposed a $1.5 billion 
doubling of the nation’s park 
system. 
Carter’s camp, in Plains, 
Ga.. reacted quickly. 
“This grandstand promise of 
additional funds is a calculated, 
election year flipflop by the 
Ford 
administration,” 
said 
Carter press secretary Jody 
Powell, who claimed Ford had 
opposed legislation to improve 


parks and wildlife areas for the 
past four years. 
Told of the “ flipflop” charge 
from Carter’s camp, Ford said: 
“ He’s the biggest flipflopper I 
know of.” 
“ I cannot wait, for the first 
debate because we re going to 
pin him down,” Ford said. 
Former Georgia Gov. Lester 
Maddox, the. presidential no­ 
minee of the American In­ 
dependent Party, said he will 
ask the Federal Communica­ 
tions Commission to let him 
have a berth in the proposed 
debates. 
The Federal Election Com­ 
mission scheduled a meeting 
for today to hear arguments on 
whether the League of Women 
Voters could legally sponsor the 


debates. 
Representatives of 
Carter and Ford plan to meet 
Wednesday to discuss debate 
plans. 


In his Yellowstone stop, Ford 
said he is asking Congress to 
approve a 10-year program to 
spend $141 million to acquire 
new land for urban and national 
parks, wildlife refuges, recrea­ 
tion facilities and historic sites. 


Another $700 million should 
be spent, he said, to develop 
new and existing parks and 
refuges for 
recreation and 
conservation. And he called for 
$459 million to improve national 
park and refuge staffing and 
$200 m illion in community 
development bloc grant funds 
for improving urban parks. 
No sabotage indicated 
double crash of C 141s 
in 


M ILD E N H A LL, 
England 
(UPI) — Authorities say there 
is no indication of sabotage in 
the weekend crashes of two 
Starlifter C141 U.S. Air Force 
transport planes in England and 
Greenland that killed 39 of the 
45 persons aboard. 
Although the planes were 
both fro m New J e rse y ’ s 
McGuire Air Force Base and 
went down within hours of each 
other Saturday, the crashes ap­ 
peared unrelated. 
“ Sabotage does not appear to 
be a factor.” Pentagon spokes­ 
man Air Force Maj. Michael 
Burch said. “ It’s not even being 
considered as a factor ” 
Capt. Don Schaefer called it 
“ just a terrible coincidence,” 
pointing out that “ (me was an 
airborne accident and the other 


was on the ground, two dif­ 
ferent situations.” 
The first huge freighter-troop 
carrier, on a regular flight from 
McGuire to Mildenhall Air 
Force Base, broke up during a 
thunderstorm and crashed in 
flames in a sugar beet field 
about 90 miles north of London, 
killing the 14 crew members 
and four passengers aboard. 
About three hours later the 
other Starlifter apparently 
stalled while landing at Soendre 
Stromfjord Air Force Base in 
Greenland. Twenty-one of the 
27 crewmen and passengers 
were killed. 
The Air Force immediately 
flew inquiry boards to both 
crash sites. 
At Mildenhall. Board Presi­ 
dent Brig. 
Gen. Richard T. 


Drury of Travis Air Force Base 
in Fairfield, Calif., told report­ 
ers the plane’s flight recorder 
box had not yet been recovered 
and it was impossible to predict 
how long the investigation 
would take. 
David Taylor, 53, a witness to 
the British crash, said he 
believed the plane was hit by 
lightning at about 2,000 feet. “ It 
came down very slowly, cov­ 
ered in flames. It seemed to 
come apart in midair. When it 
hit the ground there was an ex­ 
plosion. which I assume was the 
petrol tanks bursting,” he said. 
Linda Nobb said she was 
watching the lightning flashes 
with her small son when she 
saw the plane. 
“ It looked just like a ball of 
fire coming from the sky...” 
Lawmakers in emotional debate 


SACRAMENTO (U P I) - An 
emotional debate over who con­ 
trols the fate of the terminally 
ill has erupted in the legislature 
as the result of California's 
right to die MU — the first of its 
kind in the nation 
Now awaiting Assembly ac­ 
tion on Senate amendments, the 
Mil was prompted by the case 
of comatose Karen Ann Quinlan 
in New Jersey and its outcome 
is uncertain. 
If passed, it goes to Gov. Ed­ 
mund G. Brown Jr. who has 
taken no public position on the 
legislation. 
Miss Quinlan.’ in a New 
Jersey nursing home, was kept 
alive by a respirator for 13 
months 
After extended court 
battles, she was removed from 
the machine last May and now 
breathes on her own. 
Basicially, the bill would 
allow terminally ill adults to 
order their physician through a 
signed “ living will” to discon­ 
nect life-sustaining equipment 
when the “ procedures would 
serve only to prolong’' death. 
The signing of the "w ill” 
would have to be witnessed by 
two persons other than a 
relative or doctor The doctor 
could not be held criminally or 
civilly liaMe for following a 
patient directive 
Insurance 
companies could not claim such 
a death suicide 


“ I wish to hell my brother 
could have signed a living will 
and I would have been proud to 
pull the the plug.” said a 
Republican state senator who 
reddens with anger when oppo­ 
nents call the measure a 
“ euthanasia Mil.” 
“ No other state has allowed 
this kind of killing or dying to 
occur. I don’t see any noMlity in 
being the first state to pass this 
kind of legislation.” said a 
liberal Los Angeles lawmaker, 
who feared senile and de­ 
pressed persons may literally 
sign away their lives. 
"Only God knows whether or 
not its His plan or purpose for 
Hfe to continue.” says Republi­ 
can Assem blym an Robert 
Burke of Huntington Beach. 
“ This MU is placing us in the 
position of God.” 
The measure is bitterly op­ 
posed by pro-life groups and 
supported 
by 
the influential 
California Medical Association 
and the American Association 
of Retired Persons. 
The governor's chief health 
advisor. Dr. Jerome Lackner. 
director of the Health Depart­ 
ment. has “ problems” with the 
bUl because it addresses itself 
to only terminal patients, life- 
sustaining equipment, and does 
not allow for a proxy after a 
terminal 
patient reaches

stage of incompetence 


“ Had Karen Ann Quinlan suf­ 
fered her tragic episode in 
California after the passage of

He said because she did not 
have a directive to disconnect 
her life-support systems this 
“ may well have been interpret­ 
ed by physicians as a mandate 
to continue providing artificial 
support.”

Recently, the 
Liberal Democrats hacked can­ 
didates also won the governor’s 
elections in Yamaguchi 
and 
Gunma prefectures. 


The Carter camp charged 
that Ford’s proposal “ can only 
be seen as an attempt to cover 
up eight years of Republican 
mismanagement of our nation’s 
park system.” 
More than 8,000 persons 
turned out for a Ford stop at 
Ellsworth Air Force Base in 
Rapid City, S.D. With Air Force 
B52 bombers in the back­ 
ground, the President stated 
that U.S. air power “ provided a 
tremendous deterrent to war.” 
“ A strong national defense is 
the best insurance for peace,” 
Ford said. 
Sen. 
George 
M cG overn, 
president of the Americans for 
Democratic 
Action, 
agreed 
with only part of an ADA 
resolution adopted during the 
w eekend 
by

lib e r a l 
organization’s national board. 


McGovern hacked the ADA’s 
endorsement of Carter for 
President but disagreed with its 
recommendation that liberals 
refuse to support former Sen.

“ The nation owes McCarthy a 
permanent debt of gratitude for 
being the first presidential can­ 
didate to challenge directly the 
disastrous war policies of the 
1980s.” McGovern said. 


Fight brews 
over top steel 
union position 


LAS VEGAS. Nev. (UPI) — 
Ed Sadlowski. a young dissi­ 
dent preparing to run for presi­ 
dent of the big United Steel 
Workers Unions, estimated to­ 
day that nearly one-fourth of 
the delegates to the union con­ 
vention already support his ef­ 
forts to lower dues and allow 
workers to vote on their own 
contracts. 
Those were among the issues 
on which Sadlowski promised to 
fight at the union’s biannual 
convention opening today. He 
also threatened an early floor 
fight “ in the first 20 minutes” 
over convention rules, but 
made no promises he would 
win. 
The union currently claims a 
dues surplus and workers in the 
basic steel, aluminum and can 
industries do not ratify their 
own contracts. 
A self-styled reformer who at 
38 heads the union's largest dis­ 
trict in the Chicago-Gary area, 
Sadlowski predicted he would 
have the support of about 1,000 
of the convention’s more than 
4.000 delegates 
Although 1.000 votes falls far

Five die in fire 
in fraternity house 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - It 
was a touching scene last week 
at Eagle Airport, the tiny 
landing strip 30 miles outside 
Vail, Colo., when former Texas 
Gov. John B. Connally landed 
for a meeting with President 
Ford. 
For years Connally has been 
in the limelight —■ as governor,

BALDWIN. Kan. (UPI) - 
Stuart McCoy could have 
jumped out the window and sur­ 
vived the 30-foot drop to the 
lawn of the Kappa Sigma 
fraternity house. 
Instead, he stopped to dial the 
number of the volunteer fire 
department 
in this sleepy 
college town. 
“ We’ve got a fire and we’re 
burning,” McCoy yelled into the 
telephone. 
Firemen found his body sl­ 
um ped o v e r the m e lte d 
telephone. In a nearby closet on 
the third floor of the fraternity 
bouse investigators found the 
bodies of three of his fraternity 
brothers. The body of a fifth 
victim fell through the fire- 
weakened floor and was found 
in a room below. 
“ I ’m certain they were all 
gone by the time we got there,” 
said Fire Chief Arch Carlson. 
“ It’s the temperature that got 
them. No one could have ex­ 
isted in temperatures like that 
for more than a few minutes. ” 
Killed, in addition to McCoy, 
21, a junior, was Mark Morris, 
22, an alumnus from Lenexa, 
Kan. The other three victims 
were tentatively identified as 
Steve Hoge. the house president 
from Shawnee Mission, Kan., 
Dave Sloop the fraternity 
secretary from Independence, 
Mo., and Ted Bailey of Chicago. 
The five were among 30 
fraternity members and alumni 
sleeping in the house on the 
edge of Baker University when 


the fire broke out before dawn. 
Others leaped to safety from 
the second and third floors. 
Officers theorized the blaze 
started with a dropped ciga­ 
rette or a still-burning match 
tossed carelessly on a divan in 
the television room. 
The divan probably smoul­ 
dered for hours before flames 
broke out and raced up a 
recently painted stairwell to 
the third floor. 


McCoy, a needle thin dramat­ 
ics major from Overland Park, 
Kan., was probably one of the 
first to be awakened by the 
billowing smoke and crackling 
flames. 
His 
cries awakened 
others. 


“ I was alone in my room and 
McCoy’s room was around the 
corner,” said Gerald Wyatt, 19, 
a sophomore from Tulsa, Okla. 
“ All 1 remember him saying 
was ‘fire, fire.’ But 1 couldn’t 
get to McCoy’s room.” 


Bill Phillips. 19, of Newport 
Richie, Fla., who had a room on 
the second floor, said the fire 
spread so quickly and so 
furiously the victims were trap­ 
ped. 
“ They must have seen a 
whole wall of fire staring them 
in the face and they couldn’t go 
anywhere,” he said. 
The fire broke out only hours 
before the building was to be

Syrian forces maintained a 
blockade north of the port city.

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Scientists report results of 
developing synthetic gene 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - 
The scientists who made the 
first synthetic working gene 
reported their results to the 
research community today. 
They are hopeful the work 
will lead to a better under* 
standing of what goes wrong in 
a gene to cause inherited dis­ 
eases. 
Dr. Hans J Fritz said he and 
other scientists at the Massa­ 
ch u setts 
In stitu te 
of 
Technology now have a way to 
experiment with the chemical ' 
hereditary units to see how they 
work. 
“Using our chemical ap­ 
proach, we can introduce 
specific changes in the struc­ 
ture of the gene and then look 
for specific changes in its func­ 
tion,“ Fritz said at a news con­ 
ference preceding die opening 
session of a national meeting of 
the American Chem ical 


Society. 
“This will teach us a lot, we 
hope, about how genes are ex­ 
pressed and that has enormous 
implications in the direction of 
hereditary diseases where 
something in this gene control 
goes wild. We don’t know what 
parts of the gene are wrong and 
we don’t know too much about 
the molecular mechanisms that 
cause genetic defects.’’ 
The breakthrough in genetic 
research was made public Fri­ 
day in advance of today’s 
detailed report before the 
110,000-member 
chemical 
society. Scientists across the 
nation have praised the work, 
saying 
it 
may 
help 
microbiologists better unders­ 
tand cancer processes as well 
as genetic diseases. 
Fritz said at die news con­ 
ference Sunday that the gene, 
assembled after a nine-year ef­ 


fort, is “about the smallest 
complete gene you can Im­ 
agine.” It works in bacteria. 
It would be a major jump to 
advance to far more complex 
higher organisms and Fritz said 
that using the newly developed 
technology to actually cure or 
prevent inherited diseases "is 
in the very far future, if it will 
be possible ’’ 
"We now have first in mind to 
get a thorough understanding of 
the basic molecular mech­ 
anisms that are behind genetic 
defects — hereditary dis­ 
eases,” Fritz said.

Who gets Howard Hughes $2.5 
billion? 
The jury will be asked to 
decide whether the “Mormon 
will” is authentic. 
Regardless of their decision, 
te legal 
the legal struggle over the 
Hughes fortune is sure to con­ 
tinue — certainly for years, 
perhaps for decades — but their 
ruling could well be the decisive 
one when the dust settles. 
If they say the will is indeed 
the last testament of the quirky 
billionaire, hand written on 
three sheets of paper in the 
seclusion of his hotel penthouse 
on a rainy day in March, 1968, 
the beneficiaries it names will 
be in the strongest positions to 
lay claim to Hughes’ wealth. 
They face plenty of opposi­ 
tion, both from the top ex­ 
ecutives of the Hughes empire 
and Hughes relatives left out of 
the disputed document. 
In an additional complication, 
the state of Texas, arguing that 
Texan Hughes never really left 
home, is working determinedly 
to move the case to a Texas 
court, where Austin’s coffers 
would benefit by about $3% 
million in inheritance taxes. 
The “Mormon will trial” will 
begin Jan. 10, under the rules of 
Nevada procedure which call 
for a jury of eight persons in 
civil cases. Probate Court 
Judge Keith Hayes said during 
the weekend. 
The jurors will be selected 
from a variety of sources, in­ 
cluding voter registration lists.

Opposing 
is a group of 20 Hughes rela­ 
tions. mostly distant cousins, 
and the leadership of the Sum- 
ma Corp., which administers 
most of Hughes’ holdings and 
maintains that the "Mormon 
will" is a phony and a genuine 
version will probably appear in 
time. 
The relatives made a major 
move of their own last week.

JOHANNESBURG, 
South 
Africa (U PI) — Police Minister 
Jimmy Kruger says he will 
meet with black leaders of 
Soweto township to discuss 
their grievances but not with 
m ilitants whose ideology 
“ leaves no accomodation for 
the white man.” 


Kruger, a leading government

16. At least 285 persons have 
been killed.

WASHINGTON (U PI) - The 
FBI. which under L. Patrick 
Gray was sympathetic to White

W. Mark Felt, former associ­

Felt mentioned one example 
during an interview on CBS’s’

Dita Beard was a Washington 
lobbyist for ITT in 1971. She 
authored a memo to her

paign. ITT owns a San Diego 
hotel. The convention site was 
moved to Miami after the 
Beard memo was disclosed. 
Felt said he was making his 
television appearance despite 
advice from friends that his 
statements might be used 
against him if he is eventually 
indicted for approving 1972 
warrantless break-ins at the 
headquarters of the Weather 
Underground. 
He admitted approving the 
break-ins but justified the 
orders because the Weather 
Underground had taken credit 
for “hundreds of arsons and 
bombings.”

State energy officials chargé 
cartel control of uranium supply 


SACRAMENTO (U PI) - The United States is vulnérable 
to a cutoff of uranium supplies, much like the Arab oil em­ 
bargo, due to control of the rare fuel’s reserves by an inter­ 
national cartel, two California energy officials said. 
“ If the foreign cartel continues and America’s nuclear 
commitment increases as planned, we will be at the mercy 
of a uranium OPEC,” the officials declared in a letter to At­ 
torney General Edward Levy. 
“ There has been a world uranium cartel rigging bids, fix­ 
ing prices and allocating world markets among their 
members for virtually all presently developed foreign 
uranium reserves outside the Communist bk>c,” they said. 
“ This uranium OPEC has systematically controlled the 
world market price of uranium — a price which has in­ 
creased seven-fold since the apparent formation of the 
cartel,” they added. 
Existence of such a marketing arrangements has been 
suggested for several years, but the officials released docu­ 
ments that puported to offer a peek into intricate internal 
workings of the so-called “ club” of producers. 
The presence of a foreign-controlled market for uranium 
strikes at the theory that the United States can achieve 
energy independence partly through expansion of nuclear 
power. 
Currently, the United States has a ban on the importation 
of uranium, the principal fuel for nuclear reactors, but ship­ 
ping of the fuel into this country is expected to start in 1977. 
The marketing group comprised mining firms from 
Australia, Canada, South Africa, France ami a large multi­ 
national corporation, Rio Tin to Zinc, and operated in a man­ 
ner similar to the Organization of Petroleum Exporting 
Countries, according to the documents. 
The papers, the authenticity of which was not verified, in­ 
cluded memoranda between companies and minutes of 
meetings, described a pricing structure designed to stabilize 
the radioactive fuel market and keep prices high. 
The papers were made available to a staff member of the 
California State Energy Commission by the Australian 
branch of the Friends of the Earth, an environmentalist 
group. 
The officials, Leonard Ross, a member of the Public 
Utilités Commission, and Ronald Doctor, a member of the 
Energy Commission, said they could not verify the authen­ 
ticity of the papers. 
“ Nuclear power has been advocated as means toward 
energy independence,’* the letter to Levy said. “ But the ap­ 
parent existence of a foreign cartel implies that U.S. nuclear 
power may be as susceptible to foreign manipulation as is 
oil.” 


Final action expected on 
'right to die' measure 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - 
With the legislative session 
rapidly drawing to a close, law­ 
makers this week face final ac­ 
tion (Mi a controversial “ right to 
die” bill that would allow ter­ 
minally ill patients to reject the 
use of life-sustaining devices. 
Other legislation that must be 
acted on before the Tuesday 
m idnight 
co n stitu tion al 
adjournment deadline, include 
cleanup coastline protection 
bills and a measure sponsored 
by Gov. Edmund G. Brown Jr. 
to limit pay raises for judges. 
The natural death b ill 
(AB3060) by Assemblyman 
Barry Keene, D-Eureka, is 
before the Assembly fen* a vote 
on concurrence in Senate 
amendments. 
The first measure of its kind 
in the nation, it was prompted 
by the case of coma-stricken 
Karen Ann Quinlan in New 
Jersey. 
The bill passed the Senate on 
a narrow 22-14 vote, one more 
than needed, after an emotional 
debate. If approved in the As­ 
sembly, it would go to the 
governor who has taken no 
public position on the measure. 
The b ill would allow 
terminally ill adults to order 
their physician, through a writ­ 
ten “ living w ill,” to disconnect 
life-support machines when 
the only purpose of using the 
devices was to delay a natural 
death. 
The will could be withdrawn 
at any time orally or in writing. 
It would remain in effect only 
for five years and would have to 
be renewed. 
The measure is bitterly op- 


posed by “ pro-life” groups but 
supported by the influential 
California Medical Association. 
The coastline legislation 
(AB2948) ran into a snag last 
week when it was discovered 
that it included provisions 
which may be unconstitutional. 
The measure by Assembly­ 
man Gary Hart, D-Santa Bar­ 
bara, was designed as a com­ 
promise measure that paved 
the way for passage of major 
shoreline protection legislation. 
The bill was sent to the As­ 
sembly floor by the Natural 
Resources Committee for con­ 
currence in Senate amend­ 
ments, but a vote was delayed. 
To remedy the technical con- 


stitutional problem, law ­ 
makers amended on the Senate 
floor a third bill by Assembly 
Speaker Leo T. tf eC ¿thy, D- 
San Francisco. 


At issue in the ¡¿¿art bill is a 
provision requiring the legisla­ 
ture to ratify by resolution 
coastal areas set aside for 
special protection.

PHILADELPHIA (U PI) - 
Medical detectives, trying to 
pin down a theory that a poison 
gas caused the baffling “ Le­ 
gionnaires’ Disease." today ex­ 
amined hair samples from vic­ 
tims of the malady. 
Harvard professor Paul 
Horowitz headed a team of 
scientists using a new method 
to determine from hair samples 
if the victims had been in con­ 
tact with the gas—nickel car­ 
bonyl 


Results were not expected un­ 
til later hi the week. 
Pennsylvania Deputy Health 
Secretary Morton Rosen said 
the researchers volunteered to 
conduct the examination in 
Lexington, Mass., after a 
University of Connecticut 
scientist. Dr

W illiam 
Sundern\an, announced the 
results of a study he made 
showing nickel carbonyl might 
have caused the disease. 
“ We sent up hair samples last 
Thursday/* Rosen said 
’’They’ll look for traces of 
metals in hair to help possibly 
identify the presence of nickel 
It might add a little more to the 


puzzle.” 
The baffling illness, which 
broke out following a state 
American Legion convention 
here July 21-24, claimed 28 
lives. An additional 150 persons 
were made ill. 
Sunderman said last week 
results of his tests pointed to 
the toxic industrial gas as a pos­ 
sible cause of the disease. He 
said more conclusive results 
would be known sometime next 
month. 
Rosen said a controlled study 
was being conducted by the 
Horowitz panel in which an ex­ 
amination of hairs was under­ 
taken without the examiner 
knowing if the person attended 
the convention Rosen said he 
had no knowledge how long it 
would take for conclusions to be 
drawn.

LOS ANGELES (UPI) - 
Striking bus drivers and me­ 
chanics looked forward to pick­ 
ing up delayed paychecks 
tonight but planned to return to 
the picket lines in the second 
week of the walkout that has 
shut down bus service in four 
Southern California counties. 
More than 750,000 bus com­ 
muters throughout the Rapid 
Transit District transportation 
network criss-crossing Los An­ 
geles, Orange, San Bernardino 
and Riverside counties have 
been effected by the strike that 
began eight days ago. 


The checks, wages earned 
before the strike, were pro­ 
mised last week but payroll 
clerks refused to cross picket 
lines set up by the United Tran­ 
sportation Union and the 
Amalgamated Transit Union. 
“The UTU will not agree to 
remove its pickets long enough 
to allow the payroll employees 
entrance to the building so that 
they may process the pay­ 
checks.” said Jack R. Gilstrap, 
RTD general manager. 
“Therefore, we have deve­ 
loped an alternative method, by 
which operators and mechanics 


may receive a portion of their 
pay, based on a flat sum,” he 
said. Drivers will receive a 
check for $350 and mechanics 
$400. 
Meanwhile, negotiations 
stagnated during the weekend 
and hopes to get the buses on 
the road and the 6,100 workers 
back (xi the job dwindled. 
“Absolutely nothing is hap­ 
pening,” said state mediator 
Tom McCarthy. “No meetings 
are scheduled and there will be 
none unless it makes sense for 
them to sit down together.” 
McCarthy planned to work 


with management and union 
representatives separately to­ 
day in an attempt to get conces­ 
sions from both sides, saying he 
hoped the strike would not last 
as long as the record dispute 
that tied up RTD buses for 68 
days in 1974. 
The drivers are asking for a 
24.64 per cent wage increase 
over a three year period. The 
RTD has offered 19.47 per cent. 
The mechanics want a 22.97 per 
cent package while the district 
has proposed 18.24 per cent. 
The RTD indicated Saturday 
following a board of directors 


executive session it would not 
change its last offer.

Ron Jaworski at quarterback.”

PH ILAD ELPH IA (U P I) - Billie Jean 
King’s rhetoric in the cause of women’s 
tennis is bearable because she usually 
delivers on the court 
Billie Jean King delivered Sunday 
when she scored maximum points in 
helping the United States defeat 
Australia, 2-1, in the finals of the Federa­ 
tion Cup. the major women's team event 
in tennis. 
It was a remarkable achievement by a 
remarkable athlete and capped 36 hours 
of activity which probably would cause 
her male counterparts to file for 
hardship money. 
Playing six tough matches in a 26-hour 
span on bad knees and a sore elbow was 
tough enough, but King tote it in stride, 
even though she had to commute to 
Uniondale, N.Y., last Friday to play two 
sets of doubles in the World Team Tennis 
finals won by her New York Sets over the 
Golden Gators. 
“ I love pressure, 1 thrive on it,” the 33- 
year-oid King said after fulfilling her 
latest ambition in tennis. In the moment 
of triumph she even forgot about the ice 
pecks she must apply to her much- 
abused knees after each match. 
“ Don’t worry, ‘the old lady’ will invent 
a new challenge,” said Rosie Casals, 
King’s longtime friend and doubles 
partner who shared in the U.S. victory.

Dutch Grand Prix 
win gives Hunt 
world title shot 


ZANDVOORT, The Nether­ 
lands (UPI) - James Hunt s 
fifth world championship victo­ 
ry of the year in a McLaren 
Sunday at the Dutch Grand Prix 
gave him a serious chance of 
winning the world title for the 
first time. 
The blond Briton celebrated 
his 29th birthday by winning his 
fifth Grand Prix of the year and 
closing to within two points of 
injured Niki Lauda in the cham­ 
pionship standings. 
Hunt has 56 points to the 
Austrian’s 58 and four more 
races remain with a possible 36 
points at stake. But Lauda, the 
reigning world champion, will 
not be driving at the Italian 
Grand Prix at Monza Sept. 12 


because he is still recovering 
from bad bums suffered in his 
flaming crash on the Nurbur- 
gring. 
Before the crash, Lauda ap­ 
peared to have his second world 
title wrapped up even though 
his 40 point lead early in the 
season hads shrunk to 23. But 
even if Lauda returns behind 
the wheel of his Ferrari at the 
Canadian Grand Prix Sept. 26, 
he may find it psychologically 
difficult to pick up where he left 
off. 
Hunt took over the lead on the 
12th lap when the March of 
Sweden’s Ronnie Peterson, who 
had held the pole position, 
began to lose power as the oil 
p r e s s u r e d ro p p ed . The 


McLaren withstood the 
challenge of Ulsterman John 
Watson in the American 
Penske, which was forced to 
drop wit on the 47th of the 75 
laps, and then the Ferrari of 
ClayvRegazzoni of Switzerland 
who closed to within under one 
second as Hunt let up at the 
line. 
Hunt averaged 112.6 mph to 
complete the race in one hour, 
44 minutes, 52.09 seconds. 
Regazzoni finished 92-lQ0ths of 
a second back with Mario 
Andretti third in a Lotus 2.09 se­ 
conds behind. 
The final two races in the 
world championship will be 
held at Watkins Glen, N.Y., and 
Fuji. Japan in October.

Throw this one out! 
Over the history of the 
California Legislature there 
has been many a kooky bill 
introduced. Some have passed. 
Others have failed. 
No doubt one of the kookiest 
is now on the governor’s desk 
for signature after being ap­ 
proved by the California As­ 
sembly this week. It is SB 231 
authored by Sen. John Dunlap, 
a Democrat from Napa, and is 
called the “advisory elec­ 
tions” measure. 
Basically, the “advisory 
elections” measure would per­ 
mit California cities and coun­ 


ties to conduct local voter opi­ 
nion elections whenever a con­ 
troversial matter before a 
board of supervisors or a city 
council demanded such action. 
As one opponent to the 
measure stated, elections do 
not have to even be related to 
local issues, but could be on 
such broad social policy as 
should we sell the Panama 
Canal? 
The bill would be a godsend 
to the weak legislator. If he or 
she can’t make a decision on a 
hot political, controversial 
local question, all they have to 


do is ask for an “advisory elec­ 
tion.” The election would not 
bind, however, the legislative 
body to an action. The election 
results are purely “advisory” 
in nature. 
The measure, of course, is 
also a godsend to every 
political activist and pressure 
group appearing before boards 
of supervisors and city coun­ 
cils. The cries for “election” 
will no doubt be many. 
We would strongly urge that 
Governor Brown throw this 
one in the wastepaper basket. 


Washington Merry-Go-Round by Jack Anderson 
Justice Dept, unjust to FBI 


WASHINGTON - We have had our 
brushes with the FBI which, in times 
past, has sometimes transgressed the 
law in the name of law and order. But the 
Justice Department is now going too far 
in its efforts to nail more than 30 field 
agents for those transgressions. 
They are under investigation for 
allegedly breaking 
in to 
p riv a te 
residences, tapping 
telephones and open­ 
ing mail without legal 
authority. 
We have established 
that the FBI agents, 
who carried out these 
assignm ents, were 
m e re ly 
obeying 
orders. They were un­ 
der tight discipline. In 
each instance, the 
agent received the ap­ 
proval of the section chief, who got his 
authorization from Washington. 
Top FBI officials, furthermore, kept 
the Justice Department fully informed of 
these dubious and devious activities. 
Sources familiar with the operation say 
the Attorney General himself, not only 
knew what the FBI was doing but gave 
his general authorization. 
It will be interesting to see whether the 
Justice Department can now prosecute 
lowly agents for carrying oui the orders 
of its own high muck-a-mucks. 
Footnote: The targets of most of the 
FBI break-ins were the Socialist 
W orkers P arty and the radical 
Weathermen. There is evidence that the 
Weathermen traveled between the 
United States and Cuba, that they 


received financial support from Fidel 
Castro’s government and that they were 
responsible for several bombings in the 
United States. Under the law, the FBI 
could conduct warrantless searches and 
wiretaps if the action was directed 
against people who were a threat to 
national security or were connected with 
a foreign government. 
POLITICAL DEAL? The day before 
Tom Kleppe resigned as small business 
chief to take over the Interior Depart­ 
ment, he did a quiet, multimilUon-dollar 
favor for friends in the oil business. 
Kleppe arbitrarily overruled his staff 
at the Small Business Administration to 
allow eight large refineries to qualify for 
preferential treatment. The decision 
gives them access to $20 million in 
government oil. 


It was a last-minute ruling that has the 
sour smell of politics. For one of the 
eight beneficiaries, Powerine Oil, a 
California company, is represented in 
Washington by the Law firm of President 
Ford’s close friend. Robert Collier. In 
fact. Collier was among the few friends 
the President invited to his swearing-in 
ceremony two years ago. 
Powerine had become to large to 
qualify as a small business under the 
SBA standards for refineries. Therefore, 
it was about to lose the opportunity to 
purchase cheap government oil. which is 
set aside for small refineries. 
The government receives oil from the 
major oil companies as a royalty for 
drilling on government land. This cheap 
royalty oil is made available to small 
companies to help them compete with

main competitive.

What brings all of this up is the fact 
that we are mighty glad that our city 
does not compare itself to New York 
City in regards to employe salaries and 
fringe benefits. 


The New York Times recently 
reported some findings of the “Tem­ 
porary Commission on City Finance” 
which has been looking at New York 
City’s fiscal crisis and the Cal-Tax news 
believes that because larger cities set 
the patterns which are usually followed 
by others, it is useful to see what 
probably caused the crisis in New York 
City.

After Powerine outgrew its status as a 
small business, it tried to get the stan­ 
dards changed so it would still be eligible 
for the royalty oil. But the SBA staff 
recommended strongly against it. Ihe 
cheap oil should be reserved, the staff 
urged, for firms that refined less than 
30.000 barrels per day. 
“To increase the capacity standard at 
a time when royalty oil is in limited sup­ 
ply,” the staff cautioned, “would severe­ 
ly diminish the share now going to each 
small business to a point where (they) 
may lose economic effectiveness.” 
Nevertheless. Kleppe raised the stan­ 
dard to 45,000 barrels per day. By an in­ 
teresting coincidence, Powerine refines 
44.120 barrels per day. It looks almost as 
if the new standard was set to accom­ 
modate the company with the White 
House connection. However, seven other 
refrineries also will benefit from the rul­ 
ing 
The day after Kleppe made this 
multimillion-doUar adjustment in the 
small business standards, he resigned 
from the SBA to become the new Interior 
Secretary. Kleppe claims he made the 
decision simply to resolve the matter 
before leaving SBA. He selected the 
45.000 figure, he said, as a compromise 
between the 30,000 his staff recom­ 
mended and the <0,000 sought by the 
refineries. 
The eight companies that will benefit 
from Kleppe’s decision are hardly small 
The smallest among them does an annual 
$171 million worth of business Nor was 
Kleppe unaware of the friendship 
between the President and Collier. Our 
SBA sources say Kleppe had full 
knowledge that his decision would 
benefit a presidential crony. 
Footnote: Reps. John Moss. D.-Calif.. 
and John Dingell, D.-Mich . asked the 
General Accounting Office to investigate 
Kleppe s decision. The GAO found no 
contact between Kleppe and oil lob­ 
byists. But the GAO investigators noted 
that they didn't have access to a com­ 
plete record of Kleppe’s contacts. 
TRICKY FERDINAND: Philippines 
President Ferdinand Marcos has found 
an ingenious means of giving the ap­ 
pearance of respectability to his regime 
He took an advertisement in Fortune 
magazine, paid well over $100,000 for It, 
and then quoted from it as if it were an 
independent assessment of how he runs 
his country. 


In releases to the captive Philippine 
press, a Marcos spokesman described 
the ad as “one of the featured articles in 
Fortune 
Then the spokesman quoted 
the ad’s praise for the Philippines oil 
reserves, economy and government. 


Mr. James Burnham, who knows more 
about more things than anyone in the 
world, and is widely ignored only 
because he never developed the gift of 
orotundity, has remarked that we may 
well be facing, in our future, what he 
calls the “Mexicanization of American 
politics.” 
Mexico, you will 
recall, last had a 
government run by a 
different 
political 
party from the one 
perpetually in charge, 
along about the time 
that Jimmy Carter 
was born. Yet it is sl­ 
ightly less than true to 
say that Mexico is a 
land w ithout any 
political liberty. There 
is movement of sorts 
within the reigning 
party (the Partido Revolucionario In­ 
stitucional), even as there is movement 
within the Democratic Party here in the 
United States. 
If the Republican Party is knocked out 
of existence this time around, as not a 
few people are predicting, it does not 
automatically follow that a new party 
will be bom which will successfully con­ 
tend with the Democrats. Jimmy Carter 
may prove to have perfected the one- 
party idiom. 1) The left-wing of the 
Democratic Party is triumphantly 
enthusiastic about him these days. 2) 
The majority of the American people 
describe themselves as conservatives. 
And 3) he begins the Presidential race as 
the overwhelming favorite. Put those 
figures in the pot, stir, and you have — 
the Mexicanization of American politics, 
which reminds me of Allard Lowenstein. 
People who cave about their country 
are going to have to deal with Democrats 
here and there, even with Democrats 
most of whose social programs are an­ 
tithetical to our own. The other day, on 
television. Mr. Lowenstein. who was 
once the head of Americans for 
Democratic Action and bears those dis­ 
figuring scars with fortitude, argued 
profoundly, out of his deeply informed 
sense of justice, the right of nonpublic 
schools to receive their share of state 
aid. thereby honoring the preferences of 
students and parents even as the G.I. Bill 
honors the preferences of veterans 
Now this is high treason in the circles 
in which Lowenstein keeps company, in 
which the only prayers regularly permit­ 
ted are to the doctrine of the separation 
of church and state, preferably by ex­ 
tinguishing the former. Lowenstein has 
been bitterly attacked for his heresy; 
and. indeed, in two races for Congress he 
was — adroit mixture! — both ignored 
and defamed When he was redistricted 
out of his constituency in Nassau County, 
he was offered nine relatively safe seats 
(he has been something of a national 
hero since dislodging Lyndon Johnson) 
but elected to run in the most difficult, 
where he lost only narrowly. Now he is 
trying again, possibly for the last time,

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against a Republican who serves, in vir­ 
tue of longevity, as dean of the 
Republican delegation of New York. 
It is no disparagement of him to admit 
that Allard Lowenstein is among the two 
or three most able and conscientious 
Democrats running for national office, 
and that his extraordinary integrity and 
sense of justice deeply affect those who 
know him. Indeed the Conservative can­ 
didate who opposed him the first time 
around, the late Mason Hampton, backed 
Lowenstein two years later. 
As we meditate, darkly, on the theme 
of the Mexicanization of American 
politics.we learn another lesson from the 
plight of Allard Lowenstein, which plight 
is not unique. It is extremely difficult for 
a Congressional candidate who lives and 
agitates in exurbia to catch the attention 
of the voters. Huge metropolitan new­ 
spapers — in Lowenstein’s case. The 
Daily News. The New York Post, The 
Times, Newsday — sprawl over 
territories so large as to make it all but 
impossible to give coverage to Congres-

sional races. 
Incumbents, as a general rule, will 
give any excuse for refusing to make 
joint appearances. And the civic and 
other organizations that are natural 
sponsors of debates between candidates 
tend to lose their appetite for spon­ 
sorship unless both contenders agree to 
show up. Television time is out of the 
question, since the commercial rates are 
set for an audience of millions. 
In these situations, the challenger has 
a difficult time catching the eye of the 
public, and there is built into the situa­ 
tion the temptation to demagogy which 
Allard Lowenstein has — on the whole — 
so nobly resisted. On the awful assump­ 
tion that our Congress, which has been 
dominated by Democrats for almost as 
long as the Mexican Assembly has been 
dominated by P.R.I., will continue to be 
Democratized, it makes sense here and 
there to hack judiciously an outstanding 
Democratic figure, who is unafraid to 
resist the wilder impulses of some 
members of his own party. 


Radioactive dump 


"Doctor, I'm afraid I'm not prepared to deal with 
my problem on this level!" 


RINGOS MILL, Ky. - (NEA) - Oscar 
Hurst’s cows are dying. First they lose 
energy and sexual interest; then they 
begin to grind their teeth and paw at the 
ground as if in pain; finally, patches of 
their hair bleach out, grow rapidly and 
shed away. “And they just die,” says 
Hurst, “one day they just keel over and 
go.” 
Oscar Hurst is a 
dairyman who works 
30 head of cattle on a 
scrubby stretch of bot­ 
tom land here in the 
hills of northeastern 
Kentucky. Ordinarily 
his bovine problems 
are a matter of in­ 
terest only to him and 
his veterinarian, but 
not this time Hurst’s 
farm is located down 
v alley fro m th e 
w orld’s la rg e st p riv ate nuclear 
materials dump, a dump that has been 
known to leak radiation, and Hurst fears 
his cows may be the victims of alpha ray 
poisoning. 
“I don’t know it for a fact,“ Hurst 
says, while walking among his unhealthy 
animals, “I don’t even know if it’s possi­ 
ble. Alls I know is my cows are dropping 
dead on me. Now you look at that old girl 
over there. See that white hair? It’s an 
inch longer the 
the black. Nobody 
knows why. Nobody I know has ever seen 
anything like it. That old girl’s in bad 
shape; a month or two more, maybe.“ 
Hurst is not the only one in Ringos Mill 
with the nuclear jitters these days. 
Growing numbers of residents are 
wondering if their cattle, or their soil, or 
their sons and daughters are being con­ 
taminated by the omnipresent nuclear 
dump. Dump officers say no, and U.S. 
authorities agree, but people here are 
worried just the same. 
The dump itself is not newly alarming. 
It was created on about 30 acres of 
farmland in the early 19<0s, ostensibly as 
a final resting place for low-radiation 
waste (hospital equipment and other 
relatively harmless garbage). Then a 
few years ago the Environmental 
Protection Agency determined that the 
buried radiation may be “migrating,“ 
that is leaching into surrounding soil and 
water. 
The EPA suggestion enlightened and 
sobered the locals. For instance they 
learned for the first time that the burials 
consisted not merely of low yield radia­ 
tion, but perhaps poisons as well, 
plutonium, for instance. An invisible 
speck of plutonium can cause cancer, a 
pound of it in the air might kill nine 
billion people. Citizens here began to 
wonder if one day they might all wake up 
dead. 
' 
Staunch opposition to the dump (owned 
by nuclear Engineering Co.) has existed 
sine» the EPA report, not only locally 
but in the Kentucky legislature. Recently 
the lawmakers instituted a tough 10 cent 
tax on every pound of nuclear waste 
brought into the state, a law essentially 
calculated to discourage continuance of 
the dumping at Ringos Mill 
That law may be working. Local 
wisdom is that dump owners can’t afford 
the tariff and will soon have to close. 
But even an end to the dumping would 
not eliminate the worries and suspicion 


here. Plutonium has a half life of 25,000 
years, which means that if it is leaking it 
will continue to leak for hundreds of 
thousands of generations. So it is that 
Hurst and others may not in their 
lifetimes be entirely out of harm’s way. 
Understand, there is no evidence that 
the locals are in danger. Nuclear officers 
have sampled the soil, the grass, the 
streams, even the milk from Hurst's 
cows, apparently with no alarm. Yet ap­ 
prehension grows. Cancer? Birth defor- 
maties? Slow deaths7 “The government 
keeps telling us not to worry,“ says 
Hurst’s neighbor John P. Hay, “but we 
worry. What we worry about is the un­ 
known.“ 
The unknown, like Hurst’s dying cows. 
One veterinarian says the cause is a cop­ 
per deficiency, another says he just 
doesn’t know the reason. Hurst, who has 
lived on this small farm all of his life, 
says the sickness is the damnest thing 
he’s ever seen. 


“I feed ’em good. I add all the vitamins 
and minerals they’re supposed to get. 
And yet looka here at this cow; it’s not 
yet two years old and already it’s hair is 
turning white. I don’t know what it is. I 
hate to think what it is. But this cow's 
gonna die.”
